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Chicago, June 10.—The threatened fight over the league of 
nations on the floor of the Republican convention was blocked to­ 
day by a compromise on a peace treaty plank reached between the 
“mild reservationists” and the “irreconcilables.” 
The compromise, it is regarded, will keep the ratification of 
the treaty, with or without reservations, absolutely out of the 
platform and will keep the fight off of the floor of the convention, 
according to information received by Senator Johnson. 
The adoption of the plank from which all reference to rati­ 
fication “with or without” reservations is eliminated followed 
the collapse of the fight by “mild preservationists” for ratification 
provisions with “proper reservations.”^ 
The agreement is regarde as a victory for Johnson, Borah 
and McCormick, leaders of the “irreconcilables” and Lodge, con­ 
vention leaer and other Republican leaders opposed to the “mild 
reservationists.”

Chicago, June 10.—Senator Harding 
sent a special message to ex-Con- 
gressman A. R. Johnson, the Ohio 
member of the committee on resolu­ 
tions, urging him to make sure of a 
ringing declaration on the freedom of 
the seas, so that the way shall be 
open for the full development of the 
American merchant marine. 
“America can not go on industrial­ 
ly,” insists Senator Harding, “as a 
supplicant for freedom of the seas. 
We have builded a merchant marine 
and we must operate it, and no other 
people can have a voice in writing 
our program.”
